ENERAL Staremberg is gone hence 
for Milan, to review the Troops that 
are defign’d for Catalonia, and to ha- 
ften their march towards Genoa, where 
they are to embark, and he with them. 

A great Quantity of Bread is baking here for the 
Army, which will now foon take the Field, there 
being Forage enough in the Fields for the Hor- 
{es, Sixty Bales of Cloath are fent to Sufa for the 
Troops that are in Garrifon there, as are likewife 
many Tents and great ftore of Ammunition: And 
the Number of the Workmen that are employ’d to 
undermine and level the Eminences that command 
that Place, is doubled. 

Milan, April 10. Count Guido of Staremberg is 
return’d hither from Turin, where by the Emperor’s 
Order he made over to the Duke of Savoy fome 
Lands belonging to the Diftricét of Novara, and pro- 
mis’d him at the fame time that others in the Mont- 
ferrat fhould likewife be yielded upto him: His 
Royal Highnefs feem’d very well fatisfy’d with ir, 
affaring him on his fide, that he would foon open 


‘the Campaign, and endeavour to enter Dauphine: 


And ‘tis believ’d bis Troops will begin to Canton 
in 10 or 12 Days in Order to form themfelves into 
an Army by the beginning of May. The Enemy 
continue quiet in their Quarters, and feeing they 
have made great Detachments for Spain, and that we 
hear of no other Troops that are come in the room 
of them, we believe they defign to be only on the 
Defenfive. The Government of this State have 
appointed 12 of the principal Gentlemen of this 
Dutchy to go and receive at Brefcia the Serene Prin- 
cefs Elizabeth Chriftina of Wolfemburtel, future 
Bride of King Charles, and to conduct her hither, 
where great Preparations are making for her Re- 
ception: She is expected here the beginning of next 
Month, ’Tis reported, that tke Contributions, 
which the Milaneze furnifhes to the Emperour and 
King Charles, will be augmented 5000 Livres a 
Day. Many Recruits for the Imperial Troops con- 
tinue to arrive every Day. The Regiment of Cui- 
raffiers of Neubourg, and that of Dragoons of Veh- 
len are expected from Naples, they being to Serve 
this Campaign in the Army under his Royal High- 
nels of Savoy. They write from that Kingdom 
that there are two Factions there; one of which is 
for Count Taun’s continuing Vice-roy, and the 
other for Cardinal Grimani, whom King Charles 
has Nam’d to that Dignity. The Duke of Savoy’s 
Deputics have been in Conference with thofe of this 
Durchy, to fertle the Limits of the Lands already 
granted to that Prince, and concerning the Places 
that are ftillin Conreftation. "Tis faid the firft have 
Orders to demand the Tortoncis in Exchange for 
the Lomeline: And this Propofal feems advantagious 
for the Milaneze, becaufe the Lomeline produces a 
great deal of Corn, whereas the Tortonois is a Bar- 
fen and Mountainous Country : But on the other 
Hand, fering that the Milaneze would by that means 
lofe a Paifage to Final and to Genoa, ‘tis believ'd 
thar that Confideration only will retard the Executi- 
on of this Project. 

- _ From the Antwerp Courant, dated April 24. 
Genoa, April2. The Duke of Savoy’s Minifter 
has bought up here 30000 Sacks of Wheat and Oars, 
and hir’'d 8 Ships to tranfpore ic to Barcelona, for the 
fe of the Army of King Charles. The 26 Tranf- 
port-Ships, that are to take on board the Imperial

Horfe, and the other Troops, which to the Number 
of 6000 Men are to be lent to Catalonia, Saii’d on 
Friday laft for-Final ; but we bave Advice tuat the 
contrary Winds and bad Weather bad oblig’a them 
to put into the Harbour of Varaggio, where they 
were ftill lying Yefterday. 

Meffina, March 15. Since our Viceroy the Mar- 
quis de los Balbafes came hither 14 Days ago from 
Palermo, he has feveral times vificed our Forufica- 
tions as well on the Sea-Coaft as towards the Land: 
And given Orders to finith with ali Expedition the 
Fort that was begun ro be built above a Year ago, 
near the Place where the Ships Ride at Anchor. Our 
Council is daily affembled to confider of ans to 
raife Money to augment and pa: our Forces: But 
this Affair mects with great Difficulues: For the 
Perfors who are beft able, and of whom the Vice- 
roy though: to have borrow’s great Sums of Money, 
{cruple to advance any, without good fecurity chat 
they fhall be repaid. ’Tis hop'd however, that the 
Clergy, in this great Exigency of the State, will 
fupply the Viceroy with Money; and that the No- 
blefs will follow their Example, and part with their 
Money likewife for the Support of the Government. 
The Enemy continue to threaten this Kingdom with 
an Invafion, but we are putting our felves every 
where in a Condition not to be Surpriz’d. The Am- 
baffador of Spain, who refides ar Rome, has fent to 
affure us, that King Philip is fending M. Mahoni 
hither with 4000 Spaniards, for which Succours we 
impatiently long. The 4 French Ships which broughe 
Ammunition hither from Toulon, fail’d again Ye- 
fterday for that Place. Some more Tartans are fit- 
ted out here, to interrupt the Commerce on the 
Goaft of Naples. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated April 24. 

Philipsbourg, April 17. The 2 Batralhions of Taun 
that are in Garrifon bere, have receiv’d Orders to 


‘march out forthwith, and fo many Troops are al- 


ready arriv’d near the Lines of Exlingen, that in cafe 
of need General Thungen can at any time form a 
Body of 23 Battallions and 29 Squadrons: He has 
doubled the Number of the Workmen that are im- 
ploy’d on thofe Lines, that they may be finifh’d the 
fooner. The Enemy’s Parties have begun to thew 
themfelves on this fide the Rhine, and they ftill give 
out that their whole Army will pafs thar River at 
Fort-Louis, and undertake fomething of Moment, 
affoon as they have receiv’d the re-inforcement of 
the 4 or 5000 Men, who are coming to them from 
Dauphine. 

Francfort, April 18. The EleCtor of Hanover, 
and the Prince-Royal of Pruffia are thorily expected 
here ; and the Elector of Mentz, Prince Eugene of 
Savoy and the Duke of Marlborough are hkewife 
to come hither to confer with his Electoral Highnefs 
concerning the Operations of the enfuing Campaign. 
The Blectors Palatine and of Triers, together with 
feveral other Neighbouring Princes, are fending to 
Landau 8000 Quintals of Powder, and a great quan- 
tity of Wood. We bave receiv’d Advice, that on the 
15th of this Month the French review'd alli theis 
Troops near Strasbourg, and that they ftill threaten 
to come on this fide the Rhine, to put in Execution 
fome important Enterprize : but General Thungen 
is taking all poffible Meafures to fruftrate their De- 
fiens : To this purpofe be caufes the Troops that are 
Quarter’d fartheft off, to advance towards the Lines 
of Erlingen, that he may be able to draw together a 
ftrong Body of Men upon the firft Motions of the 
French, and he has already confiderably rcinfore’d. 
feveral Pefts in ard rear thofe Lines. 
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From the Antwerp Gazetze, datéd April 24. 
~ Strasbourg, April 13. On the itth of this Month 
M. Villars went to che Camp at Dachftein, to whick 
our Troops are marcaing from ail fides, This Morn- 
ing 1500 Men march’d over our Bridge to tae other 
fide ot the Rhine, to reinforce the Garrifon of Kebl. 
‘Che Germans are drawing together Pailips- 
bourg. 200 Bakers are {enc to Fort-Lours to bake 
Bread there, waica gives ground co believe that 
Villars intends to marca uver che Raine with bis 
Army affoon as ‘ts form’d, Mean while by his Order 
our Troops have abandon'd feverel Puits on the o- 
the: file of the Lauter, to ttrengthea ouc Army with 
the Garrifons of them. 

Landau, April 14. General Thungen came hicher 
Yetterday unexpected, and afer be aad the 
Magazines again co Philipsbourg. Five Bat- 
tallions of our Garrifon have Orders to march out to 
Morrow. All the Troops of the Alles on cue other 
fide of the Rhine are likewile in Motion, and Ex- 
preffes are feat co the Duke of Wirtemberg to haften 
the march of his Forces co the general Rendezvous 
near Philiosbourg. The French are already en- 
camp'd wich fome Thoulands of Men near Stras- 
bourg, aad threaten to go over the Rhine at Keal.
